Planned to fit on a 50-foot city 


lot as easily as on large country 
acreage, the house is 45 feet wide. 
It contains 
1,185 square 
feet, 


ample for the comfort and conve- 
nience of the average family. 


In the interest of economy, the 


design docs not include a base- 
ment but does have a utility room 
with sufficient space for a heater, 
laundry equipment and storage. 


Added economy is achieved by 


the architect's choice of wide 


clapboards for exterior sidewalls 
and a roof of fire-resistant asphalt 
shingles. The architect recom- 
mends white siding with roof 
shingles of a contrasting color. 


The ten-ace in the rear and the 


porch in front provide facilities 
for outdoor living. The terrace, 
living room and adjacent dining 
roum combine to make one inte- 
grated unit. 


A built-in breakfast corner Is 


part of the kitchen. Both bed- 
rooms have cross ventilation. In- 
terior doorways are located so 
that any room is easily accessible 
from any other part of the house.
